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COMMUNITY 
WORK FACES 
CASH CRISIS 


THE regeneration and well¬ 
being of Cliftonville West 
has been dealt a hefty blow. 

Funding that pays for the work of 
two of the area’s most hard-working 
people has come to an end and no 
alternatives have been found. 

The two women, who work to make 
the area a better place, say they are 
finding it hard to carry on because the 
money is no longer there. 

The Safer Stronger Communities 
Fund, which paid for the work of 
Pamela People of the Cliftonville 
Partnership and Elaine Phillips of 
the St Paul’s Community Centre, was

given to Thanet council to administer. 

It stopped in March, when the 
Government agreement ended, and 
now the pair are worried their work 
may not be able to continue. 

They will have to seek alternative 
funding for their work, which some 
regard as important to Cliftonville’s 
immediate future. 

Ms Phillips’s work with the St Paul’s 
Community Trust, which helps the 
homeless, migrant groups, the dis¬ 
abled and unemployed get on in life, 


could now end. Ms Phillips has been 
in her role for more than four years 
and has been working for nothing in 
recent months. 

She said: “I have been trying to keep 
going after the funding stopped, but I 
can’t do it forever. I have a mortgage 
to pay and a son to support. 

“We do an awful lot here, for thou¬ 
sands of people every year in this 
deprived area, but my work may have 
to stop now. 

“I hope the money can be found to 
carry on, but it is looking uncertain.” 

Ms People, meanwhile, liaises with 
the police to broach safety issues for

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Blogger's anger 
at 'scandalous' 


£365K paid to 
ex-KCC director 


A HUGE pay-off of a for¬ 
mer Kent County Council 
employee has been met 
with revulsion in the 
Thanet blogosphere. 

Tony Flaig, of the Bignews Mar¬ 
gate blog, has slammed the sum paid 
to Adam Wilkinson, the authority’s 
former director of environment and 
education, as “scandalous”. 

The money was paid to him when 
he decided to leave in 2008, and the 
news has angered many in the 
county, including Mr Flaig. 

Mr Wilkinson said the commute 
back to Yorkshire at the weekends, 
and spending time away from his 
family, was not working out and 
opted to leave. 

It recently came to light that KCC 
paid him a lump sum of £365,000 
when he left, but it will not fully 
disclose why because of a “contrac¬ 
tual agreement”. 

Pure greed 

Mr Flaig said: “It makes me real¬ 
ly angry as this is just another 
waste of taxpayers’ money. It’s pure 
greed. It really does beggar belief.” 

He added: “[KCC leader] Paul 
Carter, in my opinion, needs to 
explain why a council officer, after 
12 months of service, decided to 
leave and then presumably request 
compensation, and why was it then 
necessary to pay £365,000? All this 
does not stack up.” 

Mr Wilkinson has since moved on 
to another highly-paid, high- 
ranking role, as chief executive of 
Derby City Council. 

Mr Flaig, from Margate, said: “In 
what circumstances would the nor¬ 
mal person expect a big fat fee, 
equivalent to three years of your 
salary? It’s scandalous. A lot of peo¬ 
ple in Thanet will never earn that 
sum in their entire life, no matter 
how hard they work. 

“It’s like these people live in a sep¬ 
arate world and have money to 
bum, giving themselves these inex¬ 
plicable payments. I would think 
there must have been some other 
dispute that has lead them to com¬ 
pensate him. Even in their crazy 
world, this takes some beating.”

Ramsgate county councillor 
Elizabeth Green also condemned 
the extraordinary pay-out. 

She said: “I am appalled this huge 
sum of money has been given by 
KCC to someone who has only 
worked for them for one year. 

“This is an insult, not only to 
other staff at a time when their jobs 
may be under threat, but also to 
Kent residents who will be losing 
services with budget cuts and ulti¬ 
mately bearing the cost. 

“It is really incredible that any 
contract could actually be drawn up 
by KCC which allows such a pay-off 
and I believe this whole issue needs 
much closer scrutiny.” 

Roger Gough, KCC cabinet mem¬ 
ber for corporate support services 
and performance management, 
said: “We fully understand how 
people feel about large payments 
and we feel the same way. 

“Kent County Council does not 
enter into contracts to pay people 
large sums of money when they 
leave. Mr Wilkinson’s time at KCC 
did not work out, so it was mutual¬ 
ly agreed that he should move on. 

“At a personal level, it was also 
the right thing for Mr Wilkinson. 
This happened two years ago and 
has no impact on decisions we are 
making now. We moved quickly so 
as to not lose focus on delivering 
important vital services to the pub¬ 
lic such as road-maintenance, waste 
and protecting the environment. 

“We are unable to say more 
because of the contractual agree¬ 
ment made with Mr Wilkinson. The 
problem we face is that employ¬ 
ment laws are onerous and need to 
be reformed. We will lobby the 
Government for a change of the law.” 


Air ambulance called 
to serious A28 crash 

TWO people were seriously hurt in a 
collision on the A28 between Birch- 
ington and St Nicholas-at-Wade. 

Police and medical teams were 
called to the scene at 12.20pm on 
Thursday last week. A van had been 
in collision with a BMW on the coast- 
bound carriageway. 

The male driver and passenger in 
the BMW were both taken to hospi¬ 
tal. The driver was flown by air- 
ambulance to King’s College Hospital 
in London and the passenger was 
taken to the QEQM Hospital in 
Margate. 

Both suffered “serious injuries”, 
according to Kent Police. 

The passenger from the van was 
also taken to the QEQM. His injuries 
were not thought to be serious.

Life-saving lurcher 
proves that he really 
is man's best friend 


A FAITHFUL dog saved his 
owner from possible death by 
waking him from his slumber in 
the middle of the night. 

When the motorhome of 77-year-old Paul 
Volante started to fill with poisonous fumes, 
the hairy hero repeatedly prodded his master 
in the neck with his considerable snout to 
rouse him. It may have saved both of them 
from being poisoned by the carbon monoxide 
in exhaust fumes. 

The incident took place three weeks ago 
when Mr Volante’s motorhome was parked 
on Cliftonville seafront at Palm Bay, near 
the primary school and pitch-and-putt golf 
course. 

He said: “I had bedded down for the night 
and fallen asleep as usual but was woken a 
few hours later by Almut, nudging me hard 
in the back of the neck with his big, wet nose. 
He was clearly scared and knew he had to 
wake me.” 

Mr Volante was amazed to see a car at each 
end of the campervan. Both vehicles’ engines 
were revving hard and filling his home with 
smoke and fumes. 

The effects had already started to kick in 
and a woozy Mr Volante just managed to 
escape. 

He said: “I just clambered into the front 
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seats, which wasn’t easy becaus of how awful 
I felt. I started the van up and the two cars 
took off into the night. It was pretty scary, but 
thanks to Almut I’m OK. He hardly barks or 
makes a noise, as lurchers don’t really, but he 
knew what to do to wake me.” 

Mr Volante, who is half-German and half- 
Italian, fears he was the victim of a robbery 
attempt by thieves who might have been try¬ 
ing a new tactic of thieving from people. 

Vigilant 

He says the incident has left him shaken 
and for the time being he has decided to pay 
a monthly fee at the Quex caravan park in 
Park Road, Birchington, rather than try to 
sleep while his van is parked on public roads. 

He said: “I want to tell people what hap¬ 
pened as I don’t want this to happen to any¬ 
one else. It is important people are vigilant. 

“I reported what happened to the police, 
but without me being able to identify the cars 
I don’t think there is much they can do. It was 
really dark, though, and the fumes had made 
me feel awful.” 

Almut, who Mr Volante says understands 
English and German commands, has always 
sported a Superman logo on his dog-collar 
and he now lives up to the title.

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Life for the isle's 
parakeets just 
got a lot harder 


THEY look pretty and brighten up 
the skies, but ring-necked parakeets 
have been labelled pests by experts. 

The largely green birds, which are particular¬ 
ly common on the isle, can often be seen in areas 
such as Birchington, Westgate, Cliftonville, 
Kingsgate, and Palm Bay. 

Their shrill screeching is one of the most dis¬ 
tinctive bird sounds you will hear in the district, 
but a change in the rules means that land- 
owners who are finding them a nuisance are 
now permitted to take action. 

A spokesman for Natural England said: “The 
species has come to be regarded as such a pest 
in parts of the South East that the 
Government’s wildlife adviser Natural England 
has modified the rules so that landowners and 
occupiers are allowed to trap or shoot them 
under a general licence if the appropriate dam¬ 
aging circumstances are met.” 

The ring-necked parakeets can cause farmers 
problems by damaging fruit crops and can also 
displace other hole-nesting species, having what 
Natural England describes as a “significant,

negative impact on native wildlife”. The 
spokesman said: “Wildlife conservationists can 
take action if particular protected species are 
facing conservation problems. 

“But it is wrong to imply that members of the 
public can take action themselves.” 

Natural England is keen to state that it is not 
calling for the eradication of the species from 
the UK and it remains illegal for anyone to kill 
or interfere with the birds, apart from in excep¬ 
tional circumstances. 

The birds’ diet consists of seeds, berries, 
fruits, flowers and nectar. 

Ring-necked parakeets originally come from 
south Asia and Africa and are commonplace in 
the foothills of the Himalayas but are also at 
home in the warming British climate. 

There is no definitive answer as to how they 
became so established in the UK, but they prob¬ 
ably bred after being released into the wild 
after being kept as pets. 

There are thought to be about 50,000 in the 
country, with two-thirds of those in the south-

east of England, but some have also been seen 
in Wales and Scotland. 

Monk parakeets are also common in the UK. 
Anyone seeking to control parakeets should 
try to read the terms and conditions of the 
licences at www.naturalengland.org.uk/ 
ourwork/regulation/wildlife/default.aspx. 


MP highlights role 
of 'selfless carers' 

THE MP for Thanet South has used her 
maiden speech to Parliament to high¬ 
light the important role carers play in 
the community. 

In a debate at the 
House of Commons, 

Laura Sandys, 
right, called for car¬ 
ers to be placed at 
the heart of the 
review on care for 
the elderly. 

At the start of 
National Carers’ 

Week, Ms Sandys, 
who made the issue 
a key part of her election platform, said: 
“In South Thanet, we have one of the 
largest numbers of carers in the country. 

“Young, old, frail, healthy carers are 
selfless family members whose lives are 
dominated by the responsibilities they 
take on. 

“Being a carer is not subject to any 
working-time directive. They often forfeit 
their own life and their livelihood.” 

Ms Sandys said she had watched her 
mother look after her father for five 
years until his death and had seen the 
toll it could take on a person. 

She added: “It is crucial that we look at 
their role. In many ways, they will be one 
of the front-line services in the future. 

“I urge the Government to ensure that 
we support those who support their 
loved ones. We need to look again at pro¬ 
viding respite for carers. 

“As the Prime Minister says, we need 
to reward those who take responsibility, 
and never can that be better said than 
about six million carers who give up 
their lives to their loved ones.”

QUESTION & ANSWER 




Q 

A: 


Can you tell us about the centre? What is its history? 


Grosvenor Hall has been many things in 
its lifetime. It was originally a country 
home for a wealthy industrialist, then a sana¬ 
torium for the care of TB sufferers. It then 
became a Police Training College and subse¬ 
quently has passed to the Education Travel 
Group, who refurbished it for use as a 
Kingswood Education and Adventure Centre. 

A Has it been a difficult process transforming it into a 
place suitable for children rather than police trainees? 

A The process has been a labour of love for 
the project team and although much of the 
centre was purpose-built for the education and 
training field, it has taken a lot of time and 
effort to bring the centre up to a standard that 
is unsurpassed in the field of residential activ¬ 
ity centres in the UK. 

A How did you first become involved with work in the field 
Hof educational activity? 

A I first became involved in outdoor edu¬ 
cation and activity delivery in 1987 after 
growing up in the Lake District and being 
involved in outdoor and adventure pursuits 
since I was very young. Over the years I have 
worked in a secondary school, for two inter¬ 
national charities and in a local-authority res¬ 
idential centre, all delivering outdoor and 
adventurous learning to young people of many 
differing backgrounds. 


A How many groups of children do you expect to use 
l^Grosvenor Hall? What are the sorts of things they get 
involved in when they are there? 

A We expect literally thousands of young peo¬ 
ple to use Grosvenor Hall as individuals, or 
as members of groups, from a diverse set of 
backgrounds and educational needs, all 
requesting activity choices from across our 
wide menu. We deliver courses on English as a 
foreign language, programmes on environ¬ 
mental science and other areas that link into

3. Of course we also provide some fantastic 
activities, too; for example, our state-of-the-art 
high-ropes course - that is unique in the UK - 
and our 3G swing, climbing wall, swimming 
and scuba pool, not to mention our disco, 
media centre, laser-quest arena and cinema. 


Q Can you tell us a bit about Kingswood - who now owns 
and runs the centre?

What would you say is your personal favourite activity 
to take part in?

Not only are they tremendous 
fun, but they allow for young people to learn 
more about themselves and others by sharing 
experiences and challenges to achieve things 
they didn’t know they were capable of. A num¬ 
ber of teachers have come to me in the last few 
months to tell me these activities have changed 
the lives of the people they bring to us.

How do you see the development of Grosvenor Hall? 


A Grosvenor Hall will be doubling its capaci¬ 
ty over the next year. This will mean that 
opportunities for employment at the centre 
will increase, as well as allowing us to build on 
the already strong relationships with local 
schools and community groups. 


Q lf you did not have the career you have now r what other 
field would you like to have been involved in? 

A If I could have my time again, I honestly 
believe that I would still be working as an 
advocate for young people and their right to 
learn about themselves and others in a way that 
is stimulating and exciting. After almost 25 
years following my career, I am as enthusiastic 
about continuing to provide the powerful results 
that outdoor and activity-based education pro¬ 
vides young people as I was as an instructor 
running my first, faltering, session. I think it is 
so important to provide opportunities to educate 
our children in a style that is exciting, challeng¬ 
ing and rewarding for them.

The latest model of Apple’s iPhone 
quickly sold out at the 02 store at 
Westwood Cross shopping centre. 

Customers were queueing out of the 
door when the shop opened at 9am on 
Thursday. 

Store manager Richard Harrop said: 
“We had managed to acquire 60 hand¬ 
sets and these all sold to our waiting cus¬ 
tomers. Unfortunately we had to turn 
some people away. I cannot say when we 
will have more of the handsets in stock.” 


CHEAP UK supermarket drink 
deals, the recession and the 
strength of the euro could finally 
sink the Great British booze cruise. 

British retailers are closing their premises in 
northern France, according to sources in Calais, 
as it appears UK shoppers no longer regard 
catching the ferry across the Channel to stock 
up on wine and beer as a cheap option. 

Workers at Tesco have just been told the store 
could close; Sainsbury’s is to shut down soon; 
while Oddbins has already gone. 

The spending power of the pound has 
dropped by a quarter in the last three years, 
and with many supermarkets in the UK 
offering cheap alcohol, the bargain stores are 
losing their cost-cutting appeal. 

The recession has also meant less disposable 
income for many people - another factor in the 
decline in sales, say the stores. 

The outlets say business was very slow in the 
mn-up to last Christmas, traditionally one of 
the busiest periods of the year. 

And things have not improved over the spring 
and early summer months.

According to The Grocer magazine, staff at 
Tesco Vin Plus in Calais have been consulted 
over a closure, while Sainsbury’s is to shut 
down its Calais Wine Store at the end of the 
month after describing its partnership with the 
French retailer Auchan as no longer economi¬ 
cally viable. 

Oddbins Calais closed earlier this year and 
the company said its franchise agreement had 
come to an end. 

A Sainsbury’s spokesman said: “Sainsbury’s 
and Auchan have made the difficult decision to 
close Sainsbury’s Calais. 

“Thirteen colleagues have been informed 
that their jobs are at risk and will be offered 
redeployment opportunities.” 

The store is now advising that customers call 
before heading to the Calais outlet and has can¬ 
celled online ordering there as stock is limited. 

Another major retailer, Majestic Wine, 
blamed the relative strength of the euro for a 
28 per cent fall in sales for the year to the end 
of March in its three northern France stores. 

However, it said it would stay in France, 
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LAST ORDERS? Retailers are shutting in France as ferry 
crossers dwindle in numbers, partly due to the recession 

claiming the difference in duty was still wide 
enough to make a difference. 

When the trend became apparent, Luis Da 
Silva, manager of the Eastenders shop in 
Calais, said: ‘We are dead here. There are still 
some excellent deals, far better than you could 
get in Britain, but I think the perception is that 
it’s not worth the money because the savings 
are not as great as they were a few years ago.” 

Ferry companies remain bouyant about the 
future, saying travel to France is still popular 
and shopping for duty-free goods on board ship 
increasingly so. 

Brian Rees, P&O spokesman, said: “The 
traditional day-trip as people remember it 
belongs to a different era. 

“If people think the ferry industry is still 
about that, they don’t understand the ferry 
industry. These days it is all about overnight 
trips, short breaks and longer-stay visits by 
people in their own cars who are inclined to 
roam further afield. 

“The reason people go to France is to visit 
France, first and foremost. They’re more likely 
to head for their favourite French restaurant 
and spend their money there as French restau¬ 
rants still offer exceptional value.”

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'Panther' tracks 
make fishermen 
paws for thought 


High-speed auction 
could raise £1.5bn 

TRANSPORT chiefs have gone ahead 
with plans to auction off the £1.5 billion¬ 
valued High Speed 1 rail network. 

Interested parties have been asked to 
enter bids for the 68-mile line, which links 
London with the Channel Tunnel and is 
the first of the Government’s assets to be 
offloaded in an attempt to tackle the UK’s 
£167bn annual debt burden. 

The sale also includes the high-speed 
stations at Ashford and Ebbsfleet, as 
well as St Pancras International and 
Stratford in London. 

Announcing the sale on Monday last 
week, transport secretary Philip Ham¬ 
mond said: “The money generated by 
this sale will make an early significant 
contribution to the crucial task of reduc¬ 
ing the public-sector debt. 

Taxpayer 

“That’s good news for the taxpayer. But 
the sale will also bring benefits to pas¬ 
sengers as the successful private bidder 
will be incentivised to attract new opera¬ 
tors serving new routes. 

“This is part of the Government’s 
approach to making our national assets - 
and eveiy taxpayer pound - work harder. 

“The Government does not have to run 
everything directly. We need to take 
prompt action where private enterprise 
can provide both a better deal and a 
superior service to the public.” 

Thanet North MP Roger Gale said the 
Government should concentrate on fix¬ 
ing the problems caused by HS1 first. 

“I’m concerned about the people who 
have to use the trains every day because 
at the moment they’re receiving a rub¬ 
bish service,” he said. 

Parties have until Friday, July 9, to 
register an interest in buying the line. 


FISHERMEN are being warned to 
keep an eye out for a panther-like 
beast seen lurking around a Kent 
reservoir. 

Eagle-eyed anglers said they became aware of 
the existence of the wild cat about three weeks 
ago when they spotted mysterious footprints at 
Burham Reservoir near Strood. 

Site-owner Gary Dellaway said: “They were 
big enough for me to get my whole hand in, 
which is a little worrying. 

“They were like pawprints, but it would need 
to be a pretty large cat to do those. There have 
been so many sightings of big cats in Kent, but 
I have never seen any evidence myself until 
now. 

“We also had a chap in his bivvy, which is like 
a small tent they fish from during the night, 
and he reported hearing some heavy footsteps 
behind him. 

“He said they were a sort of padding noise, so 
not like a human footstep. 

“He also thought it was some sort of big cat 
because of the sound it made. It was so close to

him he could hear the heavy deep breathing, 
again nothing like a person would make. 

“The guy looked around his bivvy back 
towards the undergrowth and, although he 
couldn’t see what was making the noise, he 
could see the foliage moving as it passed by.” 

Mr Dellaway, from Chatham, said others had 
seen what looked like a panther strolling along 
the opposite bank to where they were fishing 
and others had seen something take a drink 
from the water. 

He said: “I am telling people what has hap¬ 
pened, but they are not going to be put off their 
fishing by these reports. 

“But I have said they need to be at least alert 
and on guard should anything approach them 
while they are fishing.” 

Big cats have been reported in the area 
before, particularly about a mile away on 
busy Blue Bell Hill and in Boxley and Len- 
ham, as well as further afield in places like 
Ashford and Canterbury. 

Just like UFOs, over the decades there has

been a steady stream of sightings but nothing 
conclusive. 

Mr Dellaway said: “There is one theory about 
how they could have entered the wild. 

“In the early 1900s there apparently used to 
be a zoo at Cobtree Manor estate at the bottom 
of Blue Bell Hill which had large cats. The 
rumours are that several escaped and sightings 
have persisted ever since. 

“The prints were about one inch deep, so 
whatever it was, it was heavy. 

“There was a set of smaller identical prints 
alongside, maybe from a cub, which would sug¬ 
gest they are breeding. 

“There’s a lot of woodland around the lake 
where they could happily hide away.” 


Specialist domestic-violence courts 
bring swift action against attackers 


VICTIMS of domestic violence have been 
assured that prosecutions against their 
abusive partners will now be processed 
quicker than ever before. 

Kent is already home to one court special¬ 
ising in domestic crime in Maidstone, and 
next month a second will open to hear 
cases from in and around Canterbury and 
Thanet. 

There are also plans for a third to be 
established early next year in Medway. 

Priority 

Roger Coe-Salazar, chief crown prosecu¬ 
tor for Kent, said: “Stopping domestic vio¬ 
lence and bringing perpetrators to justice is 
a major priority for the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

“We have deliberately placed consider¬ 
able time, effort and front-line resources 
into tackling this abhorrent crime and I see 
the expansion of the specialist domestic 
violence courts as another example of all 
criminal-justice agencies working together 
to support victims and stamp it out.” 

The aim of the new courts - the second of 
which will run once a week from Margate 
Magistrates Court - is to speed up the 
legal process while providing a safe and 
supportive environment for victims and 
witnesses. 

The magistrates, clerks and prosecutors 
have all had specialist training in domestic- 
abuse issues, while an independent adviser 
from the Oasis charity is also on hand to 
offer expert guidance. 

Mike Edwards, deputy justices clerk for 
east Kent, said: “The adviser is the key to

the success of this project because of the 
assistance, understanding and knowledge 
that will be provided to victims and profes¬ 
sionals at court. 

“Research has shown that where courts 
of this nature are set up, victims and wit¬ 
nesses have more confidence in the crimi¬ 


nal justice system. This enables the police, 
Crown Prosecution Service, probation 
service, witness service and the courts to 
deliver a better service to all and for the 
benefit of all.” 

Last year Kent Police received 21,329 
reports of domestic abuse, of which 2,477 
were from Thanet and 1,461 from in and 
around Canterbury. 

Thanet has the highest number of inci¬ 
dents per 1,000 of the population with 19. 

As well as providing the specialist courts 
with independent advisers, the Oasis char¬ 
ity also supports domestic-abuse victims 
through the entire legal process by offering 
information and advice. 

One victim got in touch with the charity 
because she feared her abusive husband 
would cause further harm to her and her 
children as a result of her pressing charges 
against him. 

Understood 

She said: “The support I was given was 
fantastic. 

“These people understood my fears and 
were able to offer practical ways of easing 
them. They made me see how I could take 
control of my life. 

“I didn’t have to go on like that. It wasn’t 
easy - in fact it was extremely hard - but it 
was so, so worth it.” 

• This week, the chief constable of 
Wiltshire Police, Brian Moore, said each 
police force should compile a list of the ‘top 
ten’ possible victims of domestic violence - 
and visit them daily to ensure that they 
were safe. 


On the road to outing 
abuse in gypsy groups 

IT has long been a taboo subject within tight- 
knit traveller communities - but previously- 
silent victims of domestic abuse are beginning 
to speak out. 

A report by the Equality And Human Rights 
Commission suggested women who reported a 
violent relationship had usually suffered 
severely and over a long period of time. 

Cultural barriers and fear of being 
ostracised were cited as factors, with women 
afraid that they would be left alone and sub¬ 
jected to racism from society if pushed out of 
the traveller community. 

The paper also revealed that 61 per cent of 
married English gypsy women and 81 per cent 
of married Irish traveller women had experi¬ 
enced direct domestic abuse. 

Beating 

An invitation-only conference is now being 
held by the Gypsy And Traveller Action Group 
at the Kent Police College in Maidstone to 
raise awareness of the problem. 

Irish traveller Mary [name changed] said: “I 
was married at 16 and my husband raped me 
on my wedding night. 

“From 16 to the age of 27, I was sexually, 
emotionally and physically abused by my hus¬ 
band. 

“I was just a slave. I wasn’t allowed to have 
money, I wasn’t allowed to talk to other women. 
When he’d stop beating me he’d want to have 
sex with me - that was the worst thing of all.” 

Mary eventually went to a women’s refuge. 

Chief Supt Mark Nottage, chairman of the 
Gypsy And Traveller Action Group, said: “The 
gypsy and traveller community believes mar¬ 
riage is for life and divorce is rare. 

“Leaving a partner can mean they face los¬ 
ing their partner, home, community, culture 
and way of life.”

SCHOOLGIRLS from Clarendon 
House have realised how import¬ 
ant their links with France are. 

Spending five days in the Loire Valley was 
the perfect way for young students from 
Ramsgate to explore the French way of life.

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Caution urged over 
'free schools' policy 

EXTREME caution must be shown by schools 
considering a breakaway from local authority 
control, Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter has warned. 

Last week, the National Grammar Schools 
Association (NGSA) advised heads not to 
apply for academy status due to concerns that 
doing so could result in them losing the right 
to select by ability. 

They fear that if grammars take up educa¬ 
tion secretary Michael Gove’s flagship policy of 
choosing academy status and opting out of 
council control, governors could turn the school 
into a comprehensive without the current 
requirement to ballot parents. 

But Cllr Carter said heads of all types of 
schools needed to think carefully before decid¬ 
ing whether to sign up to the coalition Govern¬ 
ment’s new ‘free schools’ agenda. 

Reflection 

“I think extreme caution is needed,” he said. 
“At the moment there’s very little detail about 
what it will mean for individual schools. Let’s 
have a measured reflection as detail emerges 
before deciding which way to jump.” 

All state schools in England have been invit¬ 
ed by Mr Gove to become academies free from 
local-authority control, giving heads more con¬ 
trol over funding and staffing levels. 

Kent and Medway have more grammars 
than any other county with 39, but the NGSA 
is concerned this may not always be the case. 

A statement on the group’s website reads: 
“We strongly advise governors and heads to be 
extremely cautious. Academies may not be 
legally defined as ‘maintained’, in which case 
they may lose the statutory protection of 
requiring a parental ballot before they are 
turned into comprehensives. 

“Until everything is made clear, we strongly 
recommend extreme caution.”

“To me, that’s no different from the role of 
a coach.” 


Udberg, who played for Faversham Town, 
Sittingboume and Ashford Town, is now 
employed by Chelsea to run a two-year 
BTEC course for teenagers at the Elite Boys’ 
Academy in Canterbury, which combines 
coaching and training with academic study.

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Why more are starting 

to count their chickens

MORE people in Kent are striving 
for the good life as the popularity of 
amateur poultry-keeping continues 
to rise. 

Growing demand for ethical, free-range and 
organic produce has really ruffled feathers in 
the food industry as the nation’s consumers 
have become more discerning about what 
makes it on to their plates. 

Many have even taken matters 
into their own hands by turning 
back gardens and allotments into 
their own personal food-factories. 

According to Simon Broad, owner of 
Broadfeed equine and pet supplies in 
Tunbridge Wells, the county has been 
no exception to the national rule. 

“The popularity of keeping chickens 
has exploded in the last three or four 
years,” he said. “Keeping poultry in the 
back garden is not new. Going back to 
wartime, I should think most people with a 
decent-sized garden would have kept them for 
eggs and meat. 

“With the rise of supermarkets and 
convenience stores, it died off. But over the last 
five to ten years, people have become more 
aware of where their food comes from and are 
looking for a return to the good life.” 


The business has been running 26 years, so 
Broadfeed staff have been well placed to notice 
changing trends. 

As poultry-keeping becomes more popular, 
Mr Broad has been helping a variety of people 
take their first steps into animal husbandry. 

“Many keep them for eggs, so it’s the same as 
keeping a pet. I would say the vast majority 
are complete novices and that’s where we can 
help,” he said. 

‘If your garden is big enough for a rabbit, 
it’s big enough for a chicken. In that 
sort of space, you would use an 
ark and the more space you can 
give it, the better its life will be.” 
Collecting up the free eggs, with 
the knowledge they have been laid 
by happy hens is not the only reward. 
Mr Broad believes that chickens 
make fun and educational pets for 
children, with greater appeal than 
more traditional choices. 

“They are perfect in that they give 
children responsibility. They are 
better than rabbits because they are 
more interactive and interesting. 

“You can stand and watch chickens for hours. 
They are busy all day, scratching around and 
picking things up.”

IT is more than 90 years 
since the Battle of the 
Somme but the landscape 
is still etched with the 
aftermath of an industrial 
form of war that led to 
death on a scale never seen 
before. 

Yet, in just a couple of days, you 
can get an insight into the conflict 
and explore one of the most conven¬ 
ient regions of France to get to from 
Kent. 

The battlefields are about an hour 
and a half drive south from Calais. A 
good place to start is the town of 
Peronne. The town is the location of 
the Museum of the First World War 
(Historial de la Grande Guerre). 
Housed in a modem extension to the 
walls of an old chateau, its exhibi¬ 
tions show the impact the war had 
on all the countries involved. 

The town of Albert, 12 miles away, 
was taken and retaken by the 
German and Allied forces during the 
Somme campaign. The town centre 
is dominated by the rebuilt Basilica 
of Notre-Dame. On top of its dome 
stands a large golden statue of an 
angel holding the baby Jesus. 
During the conflict the statue 
became an icon for both armies. The 
Germans believed whoever toppled 
it would ultimately lose the war. 

Next to the Basilica, in under¬ 
ground tunnels used by townspeople 
to shelter from harm down the ages, 
is the Somme 1916 Museum. It is 
full of weapons gathered from near¬ 
by fields and you can buy objects 
such as rusty helmets and hand 
grenades from the museum shop. 


The city of Amiens, with its Gothic 
cathedral and lively nightlife, makes 
a good base from which to explore. 

On day two, visit the Lochnagar 
mine crater at La Boisselle. The 
immense power of modem explo¬ 
sives can be seen at this massive 
hole in the ground; the result of an 
explosion on July 1, 1916, marking 
the start of the Battle of the Somme 
by the British. 

Nearby is the Newfoundland 
Memorial in Beaumont-Hamel. 
Many men from the region, which at 
the time was independent from 
Canada, volunteered for the war. 
The trenches have been left as they 
were since the conflict ended and 


Canadian students on government- 
funded sabbaticals act as tour 
guides. 

Finally, the massive Anglo-French 
memorial at Thiepval designed by 
Edwin Lutyens is a must-visit. The 
150ft tall structure commemorates 
more than 70,000 men from the 
Commonwealth and French forces. 

The Somme Region is still dealing 
with the aftermath of the conflict. 
Hundreds of tonnes of shells are dug 
up in its fields each year and army 
cemeteries can be found round the 
bends of many of its country roads, 
but it is a well worth a visit to 
remind us when the nightmare of 
war becomes a reality. 
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Cable's hybrid message 

BUSINESS Secretary Vince Cable 
officially launched the start of produc¬ 
tion of the Auris Hybrid during a visit to 
Toyota’s Derbyshire plant.

BMW’S Mini has received a radical 
makeover for sales from August, includ¬ 
ing the line-up’s first road tax-exempt 
sub-lOOg C02/km model. 

With the recent good weather some buy¬ 
ers will also be tempted by the first diesel 
convertible version, bringing a potential 
average of 70mpg and low emissions 
(105g/km of C02) to open-top motoring. 

The changes include some cosmetic 
detailing that make the car appear lower 
and wider and coincide with the immi¬ 
nent launch of the brand’s first five-door 
model and soft-roader, the Countryman. 



New Juke gets unboxed 

BAILEYS Canterbury Nissan previews 
the all-new Juke crossover at its 
Westminster Road dealership on July 9.

PEUGEOT’S lion logo is roaring as 
the market is wowed by the stun¬ 
ning new RCZ Coupe halo car. 

But the pivotal moment for the French 
brand’s new found assurance was the launch 
of the 3008 crossover (priced from £16,695) 
last year - a riposte to the successful Nissan 
Qashqai. 

The Nissan’s style and drive is still the 
sharper and you can buy a seven-seater, but 
the 3008’s interior packaging and stowage is 
clever and the Peugeot’s quality cabin - with 
its chrome and alloy detailing - is a big plus. 

And there’s a versatile two-part tailgate; the 
lift-up section allows easy loading of light 
items, while the lower half enables big stuff to 
slide in while doubling as ‘grandstand’ seating 
at outdoor events or camping. 

A movable boot floor and readily accessible 
seat back releases add to the ‘stuffability’. 

Rear legroom is not massive, but the front 
seatbacks are scalloped for the knees of those 
behind and the flat cabin floor affords leg 
space for the middle passenger.

to flagship Exclusive models like the llObhp 
1.6-litre diesel (£20,595) tested here. 

Standard fit on the Exclusive is a panoram¬ 
ic roof with electric sunblind; the 3008’s cabin 
is light and airy anyway, but this feature is an 
all-round enlightening experience. 

And so to the much discussed optional Grip 
Control, Peugeot’s alternative to the all-wheel 
drive clout available - at a price - on some 
rivals. 

Grip Control is a sophisticated traction con¬ 
trol for the front driving wheels, with various 
terrain settings via a simple dial. I would have 
been cynical had I not seen a Peugeot 3008 
used as an improvised glider launcher - see the 
video at Motors TV at www.carsforkent.co.uk. 

At £450 it’s also a lot cheaper than a 4x4 
equivalent, although Peugeot will no doubt 
contradict itself when it launches a proposed 
hybrid 3008, with a diesel for the front wheels 
and electric power driving the rear. 

While you might forego Grip Control though, 
don’t do the same for Dynamic Roll Control - 
omitted from lesser models in the 3008 range. 

This overcomes the car’s relatively high rid¬ 
ing position and soft suspension and delivers a 
taut driving experience.

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Langley admits that Rams 
'took last year for granted' 


RAMSGATE’S assistant manag¬ 
er Richard Langley admitted 
Ramsgate took Ryman South “for 
granted” last season, having 
dropped down after three seasons 
in the Premier Division. 

Langley said mistakes had been made in 
the build-up to the league season, which saw 
the club eventually slump to a disappointing 
14th-placed finish. 

However, Jim Ward’s number two insists 
things are different this summer and has tar¬ 
geted a play-off spot as the minimum require¬ 
ment for the Southwood club next season. 

“We came into a new division and we took 
it for granted,” he said. 

Injuries 

“Having had three seasons in the Ryman 
Premier we were probably a little bit lax in 
terms of finding out about the other teams. 

“However, we’ve done our homework since 
the end of last season and we know more 
about our opponents this year. 

“Last year expectations were high from the 
start. We’d been relegated from the Ryman 
Premier and people expected us to bounce 
straight up again. 

“Sometimes expectations are too high, not 
that I’m making excuses. Next season, we 
should be around the play-offs, although we go 
out trying to win the league.” 

Ramsgate are set to start the new campaign 
with a largely unchanged squad, with the

majority of last season’s side having already 
signed Ryman League forms at the club. 

Goalkeeper Sam Mott has moved to 
Thamesmead Town while Simon Pettit is 
now at Maidstone United, Gary 
Mickelborough at Hythe and Jason Dolby 
has arrived at Chatham Town. 

Langley said: "We’re quite happy with the 
squad that ended last season. One advantage 
we had was that a lot of the younger players 
played more games than we envisaged 
because of injuries and suspensions. 

“The likes of Ollie Gray, Luke Wheatley 
and Joe Taylor, instead of playing six to ten 
games, ended up playing between 20 and 25, 
so they’ve now got a bit of experience. 

“We’re not looking to strengthen in any 
particular areas, but if players write in, we’d 
be foolish to turn them away, particularly 
with things as they are with money.” 

Langley believes Met Police are the side to 
beat next season, having recruited heavily 
from Fleet Town, although he is also backing 
newly-promoted Faversham Town to succeed. 

“Faversham have got Clive Walker and a 
lot of players with Ryman League experi¬ 
ence, so they’re no mugs,” he said. 

“The league will be as strong as it was last 
season, but I think it’ll be more open, with six 
to eight teams striving for the title.”
